L. PREAMBLE &

S0URCE was interned in prisoner camp 033, located 240 km E of TAYSHET
(55528-9800E), 100 km E of CHUNA (56011-9933E), 5 km N of the RR line connecting
TAYSHET with BRATSK (5605N-101 SOE). SOURCE steyed in this camp from Dec 48 to
Dec 53. SOURCE met there a prisoner who claimed to be a US cltizen.

II. AMERICAN PRISONER IN USSH:

SOURCE met the prisoner in above mentioned camp in late 48, and saw him last
in Dec 53 when SOURCE was repatriated to Cermany and the US prisoner stayed in
camp. During conversations with the US prisoner, SOURCE collected the following
info concerning the personality:

LORENZ, Karl, 51 years old, 1.70 m, gray hair, blue eyes, false teeth, heavy
86t. Spoke fluent English (SOURCE believed to be able to judge this since SQURCE
himself has been in the US befora VW II). LOREEZ background according te his own
statements: Born in US, German parents (LORENZ spoke German poor), mar—ia=7
kids, wife and children died during car accident in New York or New lorc
LOBENZ went to Germany shortly after this accident, representing a US mov
pictures company in Saxony, Germany. LORENZ was arrested by the Nazis du-

WW II, liberated by US Forces in 45, stayed in Saxony (working agein for

Company) meanwhile had merried a German female. He went to BERLIN US G

General in 50 or 51 for certain new passes and documents, on his way back wa,
arrested by HVD, brought to trial, sentenced to 10 years hard labor becausge f¢

to be guilty of expionage. LORENZ asked SOURCE to contact first US Consulate

in the Western hemisphere as soon zs he would be repatriated. SOURCE contacted

U3 Consulate General in BREUEW {55545-0348E], Germeny, in M.y 54. LOREKZ's physical
and mental condition when seen last on 16 Dec 53, was good, he made pdditional
money by repairing radios and talephonee for the Soviets in camp. No further info.

TREAMBLE: While interned in conviet camp No. 04 near TAYSHET
(55 571/98 02E) from July 1952 to July 1953 SOURCE was only
engaged in jobe within the camp since he was & disabled person.
During this time he became acquainted with a fellow internee who

' was B UsS cilizen. SOURCE gave the following personal description
of Subject US individual and submitted the circumstances about the
internment of this U3 citizen.

PERSONAL DATA OF A US CITIZEN INTERNED IN CONVICT LABCHER CAMP KO a4
near TAYSHET.

LORENZ, Karl: Approximstely 55 years old, tell, greyish hair, blue eyes,
merried. Mr. LORENZ was born in NEW YORK. He was the son of emigrated
German citizens. SOURCE learned from Mr. LORENZ that he was a represent-
ative of the PARAMOUNT FILM-CORPORATION. In tnis capacity he had been
residing in FRANKFURT/MAIN (West Germany) from 1938 to 1944. At that
time LORENZ moved to GOERLITZ (East Germany) in order to escape the
constant air raids at FRARKFURT/MAIN. SOURCE further learned that Mr.
LORENZ had been arrested in 1945 by members of the Soviet MVD at GOERLITZ
(Eas$ Germany), although he was able to identify himself as & US citizen.
LORENZ told SOURCE that he was found guilty of espionage by Soviet
authorities and was sentenced to ten (10) years at hard labor and trans-
ferred to the EAST SIBERIA Region in the USSE. SOURCE stated that
LORENZ was interned in convict laborer camp No. 04 near TAYSHET from
July 1952 to July 1953. 1In late July 1953 LORENZ was transferred to
another camp in subject area. SCURCE further stated that LORENZ was
always & good and loyal fellow and that his optimism concerning his re-
patriation never broke down. LORENZ presumed that his wife was satill
living at NEW YORK. However, SOURCE forgot name or number of street
LORENZ had mentioned. Ko further deteils avsilable by SOUKCE.
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I. PREAMBLE: SOURCE was & German Civil Internee in the Civil Internment Enclosure
# 04, located in a dense forest about 220 to 240 km E-NE of TAYSHET (5557K /9800E)
from Jun 51 to Jul 53. In this enclosure he met one US Citizen, who was also kept
there as a political, civil, prisoner. SOURCE was on friendly terms with this man,
who knew how to speak German, and learned some detmils of his history from conver-
sations.

II. DUS CITIZER IN ENCLOSURE # 04, ABOUT 220 to 240 km E-NE OF TAYSHET:

3 SOURCE met a US citizen in enclosure # 04, about 220 to 240 km E-NE of
TAYSHET. He got on friendly terms with this man, who spcke a fluent German, and
described him ms follows: His name was Karl LORENZ, he had been a representative
of the PARAMOUNT FILM CORPORATION at GOERLITZ (511CN/1500E) in Germany. There he

had been arrested in 49 or 50 by the Soviets as an American spy or agent for
sabotage of work, He had been transferred through several camps which SOURCE c¢ould

not remember,

From conversations with this man, SOURCE had learned that he had been born in the

USA in 1901 or 19502. 4s a student he had not done too well and therefore his father

was determine for him to learn the profession of & Film-Technician, His first wife
an Irish woman, he had lost with his two (2) sons on occasion of & motor car aceidend
in the States.

His second wife was of German origin, last residence was GOERLITZ. Ever since ha had

been arresied by the Soviets he had had no chance to make & connection or give her

any message., He had never been allowed to ¥rite any letters and so did not know
whether or not his wife would be still in Germany or had already found a chance to
travel to the USA., He believed that she was still alive.

When SOURCE was transferred from this enclosure in Jul 53, this man was left behind

with the other groups of civil internees of other nationalities.

As to the personal description of the person SOURCE recalled that he was about 1.7 m
tall end had en athlestic figure.

During the conversations this American never made any remarks concerning his expected

fate. He also did not know what would happen to him, as the Soviets never told him

anything. - |
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
